E. E. Sm ith, editor of the California 
Fruit-Grower, read a practical paper on 
fruit drying, after which he talked at som e 
length on preparing fruit for the market. 
H e staled that ihe greatest damage to Cali­ 
fornia interests lay in foreign com petition. 
J. H . Kellog followed with a paper on 
rosin spray, in which he adverted on its 
use as an efficacious scale remedy. 
Mrs. Elwood Cooper read an interesting 
essay on floral culture in California. 
She 
says that the w ild flowers of the State 
should receive more careful attention. The 
essay elicited hearty applause, and a vote 
of thanks was tendered. 
The afternoon cession was devoted to a 
discussion and consideration o f the raisin 
industry, 
J. W . Maslin opened 
the subject by 
reading a paper, in which the history and 
merits o f “ Thom pson’s seed less” were set 
forth. 
It took the place in the market of 
the Zante currants. 
T. C. W hite, of Fresno, repeated an essay 
read by him at a m eeting o f the State 
Board of Viticulture. 
A lengthy discussion followed. 
It was 
conceded by all present that the southern 
vine disease had not as yet made its appear­ 
ance in Fresno.

G R O W T H O F D A K O T A . 


I ts T in M in es Said to b e th e M oat E x­ 
te n siv e in th e "World. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 7th.—Goveinor 
Mellette, of Dakota Territory, in his an­ 
nual report says the growth in population 
has been rapid and stable and now lias 
reached 650.000, as against 415,610 in 1885. 
The total area filed during the year was 
2,096,030 acres, against 1.838,142 during the 
preceding year. The bulk of the present 
vacant laud in area is about 19,877,237 
acres. The area of the land sold by the 
N orthern Pacific Railway from its grant 
and by private owners is esiimated to be 
equal to about 25 per cent, of the lands 
entered during the year. 
T he report says there iras been during the 
past year a practical cessation of railway- 
building, as compared with the rem arkable 
activity of 1887. 
Upon the subject of agriculture the re­ 
port says, in p a rt: “ Alm ost the entire 
area of Dakota is susceptible of cultiva­ 
tion. and those portions not adapted are 
available for grazing. Cattle-raising, for 
which Dakota possesses peculiar adapta­ 
tions, is a rapidly-growing industry. 
The 
increase in the value of live stock during 
tbe last nine years is stated to have been 
663 per cent.” 
Dairying is becoming an im portant in ­ 
dustry, and during the last two years a 
large num ber of creameries have been es­ 
tablished. 
D uring the last few m onths, the Gov­ 
ernor says, the subject of irrigation has at­ 
tracted a great am ount of attention. 
At 
the last session of the Territorial Legisla­ 
ture an Act was passed authorizing the 
sinking of artesian wells upon the petition 
of a certain num ber of the residents of a 
township, and the work of sinking wells is 
in progress in a num ber of counties. 
Tbe tin mines in the Black H ills are at­ 
tracting a great deal of interest. W ithin 
tbe last year a company has been organized 
with a heavy capital to develop w uat are 
known as the H arney Peak properties, lo­ 
cated in Pennington and Custer counties. 
It is tbe opinion of experts, the Governor 
says, that these mines contain the largest 
and most valuable aggregation of tin veins 
ever brought to the attention of the world. 
The Governor speaks of the treatm ent of 
these ores, and says they require no roast­ 
ing, as is the case with foreign ores. 


R A IL W A Y M A IL SE R V IC E . 


C h an ge In th e C ivil S ervice R u les R e ­ 
g a rd in g E m p lo y es. 


W a sh in g to n , November 7th.—Tbe Pres­ 
ident has amended the civil service rules 
to provide that when vacancies occur in 
the railway mail service the names of three 
eligible residents in the conD ties of the 
State through or on the borders of which 
ihe railroad passes, on which the party to 
be appointed is to serve shall be certified to 
the appointing power, and from these three 
eligible8 the vacancy is to be filled. 
Heretofore the rules only required the 
certification of three of the highest from 
the eligibles living in the State in which 
the vacancy occurred. 
The rules have also been amended to al­ 
low the employm ent of experienced rail­ 
way mail clerks without exam ination, bnt 
this is only to be allowed in cases of emer­ 
gency and when there are no eligibles on 
the list.

D e n v e r (Col.), November 7th —A lie 
publican special irom Clayton, N. M.r says : 
Unless the snow-storm which has been 
raging for eight days comes to an end soon, 
next sum m er will show a country covered 
with the dead bodies of anim als as thickly 
as was the old Santa Fe trail in the GO's. ’ 
The depth of tbe snow is not less th in 
twenty-six inches on Ihe level, and in 
many places it has drifted two feet higher. 
W hen the storm struck this section sevea 
large herds of cattle, num bering from 400 
to 2,000, were being held near this place, 
awaiting shipm ent to Eastern markets. 
The rain of a week ago Wednesday was 
followed Thursday m orning by blizzards, 
snow and sleet, which sent the herds in a 
southerly direction. 
In vain did the already half frozen cow­ 
boys try to check the m arch of the herds. 
They went through the increasing storm 
until finding it utterly impossible to hold 
llie cattle the hoys roue aside and let them 
pass, and nearly dead rode their exhausted 
horses into the canyons or partially shel­ 
tered places, where they passed many 
hours of misery w ithout food or fire. 
Two of tbe cowboys drifted into a can­ 
yon where they found a cedar tree with 
rats’ nesls in it. They managed to light a 
fire w ith this. During the second night 
one of their boises died from the cold, and 
having nothing to eat the men cut pieces 
of flesh from the dead anim al, which they 
warmed and ate w ithout salt. 
After rem aining there sixty honrs they 
started out, and after m uch suffering and 
indescribable hardships fro m their weak­ 
ened condition they managed to reach a 
ranch thirty miles away, where they were 
cared for. 
Five cowmen are known to have been 
frozen to death—H . Miller, John Martin, 
Charles Jolly and two unknown. 
Two men (sheepherders) have been found 
frozen to death—one near Tramperos and 
another on a sm all creek near town. 
Two 
men coming in this m orning reported the 
drifts in some places seven or eight feet 
high, in which were 100 dead stock, many 
with only the head and horns above the 
snow. 
In another 
drift thirteen were 
counttd, and in another ten. 
Some of 
these were alive, bat unable to move. 
The Fright A Prizon herds of sheep are 
completely wiped out of existence, and the 
range for thirty miles from town is covered 
w ith their dead carcasses. 
It is estimated that 20,000 sheep have 
perished in this herd. 
A t present it is impossible to estimate 
the num ber of cattle lost, but it probably 
will be in the thousands. 
Every place of s h e lt e r in g in the town is 
b e in g u s e d as barns for sn o w -b o u D d horses. 
The hay supply is nearly exhausted and 
to-day $100 per ton was offered by stock­ 
men and it was refused. 
At TexliDe, nine miles below Clayton, 
two passenger trains have 
been snow 
bound for a week and their provisions are 
running out. 
The passengers have been 
compelled to venture out in the storm and 
kill cattle, the quarters of which were 
taken into the cars and roasted. 
It is 
thought snow plows will reach the im ­ 
prisoned iraiDs 
to-morrow and release 
them and the road opened in a day or two. 
The storm is by far the worst ever known 
in New Mexico, and the exact loss of life 
and property cannot at present be esti­ 
mated.

CONDEMN IT. 


The communications that have been re­ 
ceived at this oflice within the past few 
days, the many offers of money for a Sut­ 
ter’s Fort purchase fund that have been 
made at our counter, the manifest spirit 
and feeling of the citizens concerning the 
obliteration of the old relic on the Sutter's 
Fort tract, the expressed and general in­ 
dignation of the people over the fact that 
the owner of the property will not fix a 
price npon it, convince us that it is not 
the wish of the people that in retaliation 
the streets should be opened through the 
plat. 
Besides, the belief is expressed that 
by the grant street extensions are forbid­ 
den. 
What then should be done ? There 
is but one response to such an inquiry— 
condemn the land for a public use, and 
take it at a fair market valuation. 
But to do this the city must be prepared 
to tender in open Court such a fair market 
price, and it will therefore be necessary 
to raise funds sufficient for that purpose 
before the City Trustees can be asked to 
move in the matter. 
This must be done 
speedily. 
If there is much delay the 
owner of the property in retaliation for 
the threat to seize may him self subdivide 
the tract and sell it out in small parcels, 
and thus render condemnation more ex­ 
pensive. 
Let the people who are enough 
concerned in the matter to make theirspirit 
good by guarantee, come forward and at 
the counter of some bank where a sub­ 
scription can be opened, say how much 
they feel interested in the preservation of 
the plat and its reservation as a park or 
market place, which may be subsequently 
improved by a historic museum or hall for 
mineral collection, or any other public use 
that may be agreed upon. 
The Pioneer 
Associations, the Native Sons "of 
the 
Golden West, men of wealth and poor 
alike, may well contribute to the fund, 
since it should be Californian and wholly 
voluntary. 
It is not now the time to dwell much 
upon the sentimental in this matter, for 
there is practical work to do. 
But it may 
be well to throw out the suggestion that it 
is a manifestation of high public spirit, 
and testimony to the loyalty of attachment 
to conntry, when the people protest against 
destruction of the landmarks of State 
building. 
No people are in danger of los­ 
ing their liberties, or of suffering encroach­ 
ment upon their rights, that are concerned 
in the preservation of the mementoes and 
evidences of the initial efforts to found the 
civilization they enjoy. 
Historic monu­ 
ments are indices of patriotism in a free 
conntry. 
There is with us no man wor­ 
ship, no adultation of heroes, but there is 
a deep and abiding spirit of respect for the 
men who hewed the way that we might 
pass on, and for those who fought to de­ 
fend our liberties that we may enjov them. 
W e bury in the grave of forgetfulness the 
faults and shortcomings of the man, re­ 
membering that we, too, are frail and men 
as he was, and tenderly regard the spot he 
set apart as a haven of refuge far the early- 
eoaiing immigrant; the plat he dedicated 
by the raising of the flag; the tract from 
which he sent out the adventurous spirits 
that in the canyons of the Sierras as 
unearthed the golden key that unlocked to 
the American people the treasure houses 
o f California; the crumbling ruins where 
same of the bravest and best spirits of the 
pioneer era struck the blows that carved 
the way for California’s eutry into the 
union of sovereignties, and that hewed the 
foundation stones for the fairest of the 
States. 
W c echo the remark of a lady 
o f 
the city iu a public meeting 
the 
present week: “I believe that if the men 
of California have not enough of local I 
patriotism to rescue so historic a spot as 
the Sutter Fort block, that the women of 
California can and will do it.” 
If the men 
o f California by inaction are disposed to 
permit this historic nlat t« pass into the 
common uses of the town lot, let the 
women of the State shame them by accom­ 
plishing the work of reclamation. 
To the qnestion, can the city take the 
property under the statute of eminent do­ 
man ? we reply in the affirmative. 
The 
six blocks which constitute the addition 
to Capitol Park were condemned and taken ¡ 
in that manner. 
The decision of the at­ 
torneys consulted three years ago, when 
the matter was agitated, was that the city 
had the capacity to take, by the exercise 
o f the power of eminent domain, the ¡ 
north side of I street, occupied by C hina-! 
town, for any public use of the city. There 
remains then no question concerning the 
law —it is explicit and wise. 
It involves, 
of oonrse, expense, but not equal to the 
sum that it would seem the owner of the 
property hopes to force the people to give 
in order to overcome hi; disinclination to 
name a tiriee, for under condemnation a : 
fancy price wiil not prevail, but actual 
value will ¡-tC.ermine the cost. 
The added 
expenses of the proceeding of condemna­ 
tion v. ill not then produce an aggregate 
jLi; v 
re rear so ] 1 ;0e as the sum of 
money that tin? wings of rumor gave our- 


lency last winter as the expectation of the 
owner, to wit, the exorbitant figure of 
$35,000. 
The rule of the value will be 
the price that other property adjacent and 
similarly situated would bring in a fair 
market. 
If, however, the people are not 
driven to this necessity of condemnation, 
it is altogether likely that the owner will 
be able to secure a considerably larger sum 
than the market value, since something 
might be conceded to him in negotiation, 
because of the historic interest attaching 
to that plat of ground. 


EXTREMISTS SUFFE2. 


The defeat of Governor Foraker in Ohio 
is charged, not so much to the saloon influ­ 
ence as to the Sunday law issue, and the 
belief that he favored a crusade against all 
sorts of activity on Sunday, even to the 
stopping of the delivery of milk on that 
day. 
Assuming this to be a correct state­ 
ment, it is proof that the extremist often 
defeats himself. 
Radical suasion in the 
interest of good morals is not objected 
to byr the people, but the attempt to 
legislate radicalism on the Sunday ques­ 
tion into the people, oftener than not, 
suflers defeat. 
In Iowa it is said that the 
defeat of the Republican party is to he 
attributed largely to the extreme views of 
the Republican candidate concerning anti­ 
railroad legislation, and the irritation that 
has followed the strict enforcement of the 
railroad laws. 
This is a very significant 
statement. 
If sound, and we have no 
reason to believe it to be otherwise,it proves 
that the day has passed when the anti­ 
railroad hobby is strong enough to carry a 
politician into office. The people are not 
antagonistic to the railroad interests of the 
country. 
They have fully awakened to 
the force of the truth that the interests of 
the producer and the carrier are common; 
that the first cannot be unjustly burdened 
without the latter dividing the punish­ 
ment with it. 
The railroads are conserv­ 
ators of industry, the greatest aids to com­ 
merce, the supreme means of eliminating 
distance and time between the field and 
the market; and hence the people are no 
longer disposed in any section of the 
United States to inflict injury upon them­ 
selves by the attempt to overburden the 
means of carriage 
and communication. 
Here and there are found instances in 
which a preacher of a railroad crusade har- 
rangues a limited audence, but at large 
the American people are resorting to 
the 
laws 
of trade 
and 
the 
correc­ 
tive 
of publicity 
for 
the 
adjustment 
of any misunderstandings they have with 
carrier interests. 
In Iowa the anti-rail­ 
road sentiment assumed the phase of great 
bitterness and of declared hostility to the 
prosperity of carrier interests. 
Last year 
the Governor, by message, assailed the 
roads and charged against them all man­ 
ner of cruelty, oppression and outrage, all 
of which they denied hotly. 
The Legis­ 
lature took up the refrain, and a cloud of 
radical, unjust and oppressive measures 
appeared in the Houses. 
The most of 
these bills failed to pass, cooler heads than 
had promoted them prevailing; but there 
were nevertheless passed many bills tliat 
cripple the roads and correspondingly bur­ 
den and oppress the commerce of the State 
and the industries that 
must support 
’.lie roads. 
A t the close of the year Iowa 
was distinguished as having still uj>on her 
statute books the most oppressive railroad 
laws of any State in the Union. 
The rates 
established by the law that went into ef­ 
fect in May of that year were 20 per cent, 
below those that had obtained, and were 
of course bitterly denounced by the rail­ 
road companies, which appealed to the 
Courts, and injunctions were granted and 
hearings had with varying results, the 
position of the roads being that tlia rates 
were ruinously low, and that therefore 
property was really being confiscated. Ap- 
l>eals were taken to the Supreme Court, 
and in the meantime a dormant section of 
the anti-railroad Act was drawn to light 
giving the Railroad Commissioners extra­ 
ordinary powers in fixing rates after com­ 
plaint made. 
This still further involved 
matters. 
Just what the outcome of all the 
litigation and crusading has been cannot 
now lie recited; but the result to the party 
that upheld a candidate that was radically 
opposed to the roads is fouud in the recent 
election. 
The prohibition question liad 
something to do with the result, it is 
true, but it appeara to be conceded that 
the chief cause of Republican defeat in 
Iowa was the radical attitude of its candi­ 
dates in antagonism to the railroads that 
were complaining of the injustice, harsh­ 
ness and ruinous exactions of the State 
laws, aimed against the lines within State 
jurisdiction.

Referring to the season’s irnit-sbipping 
business, the Bulletin last evening s a id : 
“ T he California F ruit Union has about 
completed its labors for this season. The 
office has been removed from Sacramento 
to this city for the winter. D aring the 
season 973 carloads of fruits of all kinds 
have been shipped to Eastern points and 
sold by the auction plan. One carload of 
late pears went off to-day and a few more 
are yet to follow. 
Large Bfcipments of 
grapes from the Santa Cruz m ountain dis­ 
tricts were anticipated, but the early show­ 
ers did such damage that not oue carload 
will go East from this section. At least 
forty carloads would have been shipped 
had nothing happened. 
Eastern dealers 
report m uch disappointm ent because of 
this table-grape damage. 
The Almeria 
crop, of which the New York m arket usu­ 
ally gets large shipm ents from Spain, was 
short this year, and the late grapes from 
California were relied on to meet the de­ 
m and of the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
seasons, for cold storage would easily keep 
the grapes until needed. Apples have also 
been short East this fall, and California 
producers have not been able to meet half 
the demand. The grapes that were shipped 
early brought very high prices. 
"G enerally, the season has been a good 
one for the Union. There have been to 
date 123 more cars shipped East than last 
season.” 


SACRAMENTO GRAPES. 


T h e y B ro u g h t $ 3 7 4 its a T o n , N e t, in 
N ew Y o rk Y e ste rd a y . 
R. D. Stephens received a telegram last 
evening from E. L. Goodsell, New York, 
slating that a carload of California grapes 
were sold by him in that city yesterday for 
the Golden Gate Association. The car was 
dispatched from Sacramento on the 2ti;h cf 
October. The dispatch read : 
“ Eighty-seven double crates of your Cor- 
nicbon grapes averaged :4 50; four single 
crates, $2 50; eight double crates of Tokays, 
$3 35; single, $4 75, and 153 single crates" of 
Emperors, $3 15 ” 
According to these figures, Mr. Stephens' 
Tokav grapes netted him at the rate of 
$374 25 per ton. The grapes were all picked 
during the late storm, and were so wet 
when shipped that it was not thought they 
would reach the East in a m arketable con­ 
dition. The result shows that Sacramento 
county grapes have taken the palm the past 
season ior shipping and m arketable quali­ 
ties.

D eputy Constables Frank Swift, Jr. and 
Goods went ont to H olland’s place, near 
th e Am erican river, on W ednesday, and 
arrested four m en whom they found cam p­ 
ing in the brush there. The latter gave 
their nam es as John Dawson, George Daw­ 
son, Robert K ing and Jam es Brown. 
The 
arrests were m ade in consequence of com­ 
plaints from people out that way tea t their 
gardens were robbed of vegetables almost 
nightly. 
Yesterday two of the m en, K ing and 
Brown, were taken before Justice H enry 
on charges of vagrancy. 
D eputy D istrict 
A ttorney Bruner hesitated about signing 
the complaints, as the arresting officers 
had little evidence against the men, other 
than th at they were found cam ping in the 
brush, but the com plaints were finally 
issued. 
W hen the cases were brought up K ing— 
w ho is an old and feeble but very respect­ 
able-looking m an—pleaded guilty, saying 
he was sick and destitute, but preterred go­ 
ing to the hospital to the prison. 
Brown, 
his companion, was a stupid-looking fel­ 
low, but nad sense enough to fight for his 
liberty, as he probably had had some ex­ 
perience around county jails. 
C. C. Brown, the well-known politician 
and philanthropist, was present, and asked 
permission to defend the prisoner. H e 
said he bad never known a m an named 
Brown to be an idle or dissolute person, and 
he didn’t believe this one was of that qual­ 
ity, although he liked the looks of Mr. 
K ing m ucn better. 
H e was perm itted to act as counsel for 
his namesake, and the show opened by 
Deputy Constable Swift being called to the 
stand. 
He testified, in answer to Mr. 
B runer’s first question, that he had known 
the prisoner about one day. 
“Is he a California Indian ?” 
“ N—no, I think not. 
N'o, I know he 
ain’t an Injun.” 
"D o you know him to he an idle and dis­ 
solute fellow ?” 
“ W ell, no; th at is, I don’t know m uch 
about h im .” 
“ W hat was he doing when you arrested 
him ?” 
“ W arm ing his hands by a fire.” 
“ And what else?” 
“ Well, he had been cooking potatoes. 
There were some lying about there.” 
“How did you come to m ake the arrest ?” 
"W ell, complaints have been made by 
farmers out that way that tram ps have 
been stealing their potatoes, and wanted us 
to arrest the men camping around there.” 
“That's all,” said the Deputy District 
A ttorney. “ Mr. Brown, take the witness.” 
Brown—“You say the defendant had 
potatoes there?” 
“ Yes, sir, I said so.” 
“Now, bow m any potatoes were there?” 
“I don’t know; I didn’t count them .” 
“Y ou’re sure there were potatoes there?” 
“Yes, I'm sure of it.” 
“You say you don't know how m any 
pctatoes there were?” 
"T hat’s w hat I said.” 
“ W hat else did he have?" 
“Oh, he had some bread and crackers ?" 
“ T hat’s all.” 
The prosecution then called Deputy Con­ 
stable Goods, and his testim ony differed a 
little from that of Mr. Swift. 
H e claimed 
to have seen the prisoner frequently in the 
city, and never knew him to work. 
W hen 
he saw him at the brush-cam p he was 
washiDg some of h 's clothes. H e also saw 
potatoes about the fire. H e was then turned 
over to Counselor Brown for cross-exam­ 
ination. 
“ You say you’ve seen this gentlem an 
about the city?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ W here did you see him ?” 
“ Oh, I couldn’t say on w hat streets. I ’ve 
seen him at different places.” 
“ But cam e one of them .” 
“ I can’t, but I say I ’ve seen him on the 
streets.” 
“ B ut I want to know on what street yon 
saw him .” 
“ I tell you I couldn’t say w hat street, 
but I know I've seen him .” 
“ Yon say he was washing his shirt when 
yon 9aw him ?” 
"Y es, he had just been washing some­ 
thing.” 
“ Well, did you arrest him because he 
wanted to keep clean ?" 
“ No, s ir ; we arrested him for being a 
tram p and a vagrant.” 
“ Did you see any potatoes there ?” 
“ Ves. Bir ; I saw potatoes about the fire.” 
“ How m any potatoes were they?” 
“I don’t know.” 
“And yet you swear you saw potatoes 
there?” 
“ Yes, sir. Id o .” 
“ W hat makes you think this gentlem an 
is a vagrant?” 
“ Weil, look at the stuff we found on 
him . There’s a razor and a strap. 
I think 
he ought to be charged w ith carrying con­ 
cealed weapons.” 
“T hat’s all,” said the volunteer attorney, 
with a lofty w ave of his h a n d , and the w it­ 
ness step p e d d o w n . 
“ Well, we rest,” rem arked the prosecut­ 
ing officer, w ith a blush. 
“Please, your honor. we’U 
call 
Mr. 
Brown, the defendant,” said Mr. Brown, 
the counselor, and the prisoner took the 
stand. 
. 
The lawyer shifted som ething from one 
cheek to another and open up afresh: 
“Mr. Brown, when did you come to Sac­ 
ram ento?” 
“Day befoor yisterday.” 
“ W here did you come from ?” 
The prisoner studied a m oment, and 
then reply that he came trom Oakland. 
“ W hat were you doing out on the river 
bank?” 
“Sure Oi jist shtopped there to wash me 
clothes a n ’ tek a rist.” 
“Did you have any potatoes at your fire 
when these officers arrested yon ?" 
“Not a G 
d d 
d w an !” 
“ W hat’s th at!” cried the Judge, fiercely. 
“ W hat’s that you said?” 
“Oi sid Oi didn’t hev any pertaties about 
me, at all at ail,” replied the witness with 
a stupid, innocent look. 
“Is that all y o u said?” repeated the Court. 
“D idn't y o u u se some bad language?" 
“No. Oi’ll be d 
, Oi mane that all Oi 
sid waz Oi hadn’t anny.” 
“You m ust rem em ber," said the Court, 
“ that this m atter m ust be conducted with 
dignity and propriety. 
There m ust be no 
profanitv.” 
Lawver Brown (to the witness)—“I think 
you did nse cuss words, but it aint right, 
and you rnusn’t do it any more. 
Mr. 
Bruner, take the witness ’’ 
The prosecuting actorney then put the 
defendant through a brief course of cross­ 
exam ination and found that he had ar­ 
rived from Oakland on Tuesday; that on 
the preceding night he had slept on the 
road about fifty miles from Sacramento, 
and the night before that in Oakland; that 
it was five days since he left Oakland; that 
he didn’t know who he had worked for 
there, and that the last place he had worked 
before th at was in San Bernardino. 
The Court asked to be shown the pris­ 
oner’s hands, and rem arked th at they 
looked as if they had not known recent 
hard work. 
“ Let me see them hands, said the pris­ 
oner’s counsel, and the owner showed 
down with all the grace of a practical 
poker player. 
‘•Brown,” rem arked kis lawyer, them 
hands are a little too soft to be becoming 
to a hard-w orking m em ber of the Brown 
family.” 
The witness was then excused. 
“Gentlemen,” said the Court, “do you 
propose to argue the case 
Mr. Bruner replied that he did not care 
to do so, and Mr. Brown also showed an 
inclination to subm it the case w ithout ar­ 
gum ent, mnch to the disappointm ent of 
the spectators present. 
The Court came to their rescue, however, 
and remarked that counsel for the defense 
had brought ont several novel legal ques­ 
tions that were quite new to the Court, and 
he hoped that Mr. Brown would elucidate 
them . 
Thus encouraged, the counsel for the 
prisoner opened up somewhat as follow s: 
“ T he Court please, I think it’s an out­ 
rage to prosecute them men on the charge 
against them . 
Look at that m an, King, 
over there 1 
Does he look like a tram p or 
footpad ? 
Look at m y namesake here, be­ 
side me. 
[Everybody, including the coun­ 
sel, took a look ] 
W ell, he ain’t as good- 
lookin’ a m an as King, but he ain’t no va­ 
grant nor footpad! 
W hat was he doin’ 
when them officers arrested h im ? W hy, 
sir, he was w asbin’ his shirt 1 
Does va­ 
grants an’ footpads an’ tram ps wash their 
shitts? No. sir. But he ain’t no tram p. 
H e was lousy, 'in’ wanted to get his clothes 
clean. W eil. I know bow; that is. an’ all 
the rest of you know, tb a i were here in 


early days. 
I’ve been lou3y myself, an’ I 
know that it does a m an good to get to a 
river 
an' 
wash 
him self 
once 
in 
a 
while. 
This gentleman here may have 
done his washin’ inside the city lim ­ 
its, but he didn't know nothing about 
them 
lim its, 
as 
he 
was a stranger 
m akin’ a tour of a strange country. But 
he isn’t prosecuted for w ashin’ inside the 
city lim its, but for being a tram p. Now, 
he ain’t no tram p, an’ he didn’t steal no 
potatoes. 
I never knew a man named 
Brown that was a tram p or would steal 
potatoes. 
H e ain 't very pretty to look at, 
an’ his hands ain’t as brown as his name, 
but he had a right to be ont there in the 
brush, an’ m ake a fire to keep him self 
warm while his shirt was a-drytn’ on the 
bushes. A n’ I say again, I don’t think it’s 
justice to arrest m en who ain’t doin’ no 
worse than washin’ their shirts an’ cam pin’ 
out in this glorious clim ate of ours. I 
hope the Court will consider all the facts 
in this case an ’ let these men go, as they 
ain’t guilty of nothin’.” 
As soon as the Judge could recover from 
his emotion caused by the counsel's elo­ 
quent and impassioned appeal on behalf of 
the prisoner, he rem arked that there had 
been no evidence to show that the prisoner 
was a vagrant under the law, and he would 
order his discharge. 
Deputy District Attorney Bruner said 
that hereafter, unless 
arresting officers 
should come into Court with some evidence 
against their prisoners, the District A ttor­ 
ney's office wonld decline to prosecute 
them . 
It was wrong to put the ciunty to 
so m uch useless expense.

The report of the committee was adopted. 
The comm ittee of experts, consisting of 
E. J. Croly and G. A. Stoddard, made their 
report on their inspection of the new bridge 
over the Cosumnes river, at the site of the 
old McCabe wire bridge, which was placed 
on file. The report was as follows : 
S acram en to , N ovem ber 7th. 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento Couniy—G en tlem en : Your com m ittee ap­ 
pointed to exam ine the new bridge near Live 
Oak, on the Cosumnes river, respectfully offer 
th e loilow ing re p o rt: 
We tind said bridge b n ilt essentially in ac­ 
cordance w ith the plans and specifications, and 
straining sheet furnished by th e contracting 
firm and adopted by your honorable Board. We 
find a few slight changes in th e size of m ateri­ 
als, but in no case to th e disadvantage of said 
structure. 
We find said bridge som ew hat out of line, 
horizontally, m ostly in the north span (the up­ 
per chords, how ever, oeing nearly straight), 
thereby causing an unequal strain on the lower 
chords, hanging-rods and diagonal bracing. 
Y our com m ittee deem th e bridge slightly out 
of plum b, caused, doubtless, by the defection 
above noied, w hich, in o u r judgm ent, can be 
easily rem edied 
We find ma- y of th e nuts on 
th e lite ra l brares 
in th e low er chords not 
screw ed up to tlu lr full thickness. We deem the 
abutm ents and piers a good job. 
The tim ber is of good m erchantable quality, 
and w ell arranged in th e structure. The w ork­ 
m anship throughout is good, w ith th e above­ 
m entioned exceptions. The specifications call 
for th e planking oi the roadw ay to be spiked at 
each an d every bearing, bu t it is only spiked at 
each end of th e planking. 
Your com m ittee be­ 
lieve, and agree w iih th e Superintendent in 
charge, th a t it is better as now laid. Most of 
th e ielloe-guard is not painted. 
Y’our com m ittee earnestly recom m end th at 
the defects above noted be attended to w ithout 
unnecessary delay, an d th e guard properly ad­ 
justed. 
We believe th e county has a good, strong and 
sale bridge. Respectfully subm itted, 
E. J. C roly, 
G. A . S t o d d a r d . 
Mr. Bates moved th at J. B. Leonard, 
agent for the 1 idge company, be granted a 
few days further tim e in which to m ake 
the necessary changes in the bridge as rec­ 
ommended by the experts, and it was so 
ordered.

CKONIN CASE. 


The D am aging Testim ony Given by a 
Chicago M ilkm an. 
Chicago, November 7 th — In the Cronin 
case to day Coroner H ertz identified the 
tran k as the one presented at the inquest. 
A m ilkm an named Mertes te-tified that 
on the night following the m urder he saw 
Coughlin and Kunze drive up to the Carl 
son cottage. Coughlin went in. Kunze 
drove away. 
An hour later Mertes heard a pounding 
in the cottage as if boxes were being nailed 
up. 
Policem an Lurch told the circumstances 
oi the finding of a key in the Carlson cot­ 
tage w hich fitted the lock of the bloody 
tran k . 
At the ofternoon session ex-Folice Cap­ 
tain Shaaek testified as to a conversation 
he had with icem an O Sullivan regarding 
the latter* acquaintance with Cronin. 
The iceman ta :d he had know n Cronin 
for six or seven years, but ho had first 
spoken to him after the meeting of the 
Cian-na-Gael Camp in Lakeview in the 
latter part of March. 
W itness went over the old story as told 
him by O'Sullivan as to tbe contract with 
Cronin for attending to his m en. O'Sulli­ 
van had adm itted none of his men had 
ever m et w ith an accident, and the Cap­ 
tain's questions were intended to bring out 
an admission that it was reasonable under 
such circumstances to pay $50 for the ice 
season. 
O'Sullivan, however, insisted that he 
thought it was a good thing. At the same 
interview O’Sullivan admitted that Coughlin 
had telegraphed him , but said it was about 
getting ice. 
O'Sullivan subsequently ad­ 
m itted, with n ueh hesitation, tnat he had 
talked to Coughlin about Kuoz. 
Shai-'k also to'd about O’Sullivan’s posi­ 
tive statem ent tbat be was at the tim e in 
bed at S or half-past S o'clock the night of 
May 4th. 
On cross-examination Captain Shaack 
said he knew Coughlin and Kunze were 
working together before O'Sullivan m en­ 
tioned K anze’s name. They were working 
together w ithout witness’ consent. It was 
in connection w ith an attem pt to blow uu 
Lynch's distillery Coughlin and Knnze 
went to Peoria about the beginning of the 
year. 
Kunze said he saw the man who 
threw the bomb at the distillery, and it was 
to catch him they said that they went to 
Peoria. 
Chief of Police 
H ubbard testified at 
leDgth regarding Burke and other matters, 
and identified the various exhibits he had 
had id hia possession. 
Captain Bchuetler of the police force n ar­ 
rated his visit to the Carlson cottage, and 
described its appearance. 
He identified the 
trunk, sections of the flooring on exhibi­ 
tion, with the footprints in the paint, etc. 
etc. H e was still being cross-examiDed 
when the Conrt adjourned. 


CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


Chief of Police- H ubbard W atching T heir 
Every M ovement. 
Chicago, 
November 
7th.—The Daily 
News says th at Chief of Police Hubbard 
recently secured the admission of a trusted 
agent to an Anarchist Society, and as a re­ 
sult has discovered that they are once more 
arranging plans to arouse the working 
classes and stim ulate a vigorous movement. 
Preparations are m aking for a big demon­ 
stration on November 11th, in commemo­ 
ration of the execution of tbe Anarchists, 
including a big m eeting at Battery D 
Arm ory and a parade through the city to 
W aldheim Cemetery. 
Inflam m atory circulars, identical with 
that m entioned in the Associated Press dis­ 
patches from St. Louis Tuesday night, are 
being circulated in large num bers among 
the working people. 
Chief H ubbard says this afternoon that 
he is well-informed as to their movements. 
An Anarchical meeting will not be per­ 
m itted in Badery D Arm ory or elsewhere 
in the city.

Last 
Thursday afternoon an occurrence in the 
dissecting-room overturned this opinion

lunacy. 
Students bad 
placed the corpse of a negro upon the table 
and began to lay bare one leg. The thigh 
had been dissected and they had moved on 
to the end of the table when Allen took a 
piece of fascia, a fatty m em brane, tore it 
loose from its fastening, calm ly bit off a 
m outhfnl and ate it leisurely. Allen swal­ 
lowed the first and theu took another 
m outhful. 
One of the horrified students 
rushed to him and said : 
"Allen, what are 
you doing?’* 
Allen iooktd up at him list­ 
lessly, made no reply, and went on m unch­ 
ing. The student seized the hand in which 
A llen held w in; rem ained of tbe fascia, 
thinking to take it away from Allen, who 
wrested his hand loose. 
Then be sat for a 
few m inutes gazing befo-e him . 
He was 
taken info custody. 
Dr. Cooper said that 
no ca- 
t insanity lie ever li-ard of resem­ 
bles A lie.-.'s. 


CH IEF MAYES DEFIANT. 


H e Claims the N ational A uthorities Have 
no E ight to Interfere.

BASEBALL CONVENTION. 


P layers are to be Signed for a Period of 
T hree Years. 
New York, November 7th.—The National 
Baseball Players’ Secret Convention con­ 
tinued to-day. The principal business was 
the receiving of the teport of the Commit­ 
tee on Players' Contracts and the appoint­ 
m ent of Committees on Perm anent Or­ 
ganization, Rales and Schedule. 
It leaked oat that tbe agreement on the 
plan of the new League, signed some time 
ago by all tbe players and capitalists, has 
been entirely changed, and a new agree­ 
m ent drawn up. This change is done, it is 
said, by the advice of em inent lawyers, 
who thought the first agreement flavored 
too m uch of a trust corporation.

FIR E IN PETERSBURG. 


H alf a Million D ollars’ W orth of P rop­ 
erty Destroyed. 
P etkbsburg (V a), November 7th.—A 
fire early this m orning destroyed an iron 
block on Scyamore street. The total loss 
is estimated at $500,000; insurance, $350,­ 
000. 
Lieutenant of Police Crichton was 
barned to death. 
The fire started in George H . Davies & 
Co.’s dry goods house on Scyamore street, 
and spread with incredible rapidity, burn­ 
ing down in a short tim e the whole iron- 
front block and the adjoining properties. 
The flames leaped across tbe street and de­ 
stroyed Odd Fellows' H all and five or six 
other buildings. 
H alf a block on each side of Sycamore 
street, from Tabb street westward, is gone. 


.Massachusetts Legislature. 
Boston, November 7th.—The Senate will 
be composed of 29 Republicans and 11 
Democrats, compared with 32 Republicans 
and 8 Democrats in 1838. There are 162 
Republicans and 78 Democrats returned to 
the Lower House. The Republican loss is 
18. 
Boston, November 7th.—Complete elec­ 
tion returns from the entire State make 
the total footings for Governor as follows: 
Brackett, Republican, 
126,801; 
Russell, 
Democrat, 120 817; Backnor. Prohibition­ 
ist, 13.854; Marks, Labor, 111; Brackett's 
plurality, 5 984. 
An Im portant Decision. 
I ndianapolis (Ind.), November 7th.— 
The Supreme Court to-dav held that the 
Legislature has no right to fill m inor State 
offices. The same m ust be voted for at 
general elections. In case of vacancies, the 
Governor m ust appoint. 
This rule came about in suits brought by 
the Governor's appointees to secure posses­ 
sion of offices filled by the Legislature.
